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MAN HELD OVER 
PARK STABBING 


POLICE have arrested a 39-year-old man 
in connection with a stabbing in South 
Tottenham park. 

The victim, a 24-year-old Polish man, was found 
suffering from a stab wound in Markfield Park, 
off Crowland Road, on the evening of Saturday, 
June 21. 

He was taken by ambulance to an east London 
hospital and treated for superficial injuries. He has 
been discharged. 

Officers were called to the park at about 9.15pm 
following reports of a disturbance at a private music 
festival being attended by around 150 people, 
including children. 

Police said that a disturbance took place following 
the arrival of a group of about 20 people, mainly 
men and eastern European. 

Film posted on the internet shows fireworks, flares 
and bottles being thrown, with revellers saying that 
they were the subject of unprovoked attacks. 

Shortly afterwards, the Polish man was found 
suffering from a stab wound. 

The 39-year-old, who was arrested on suspicion of 
grievous bodily harm last Wednesday, has been 
bailed until a date later this month. 

Police have stressed that their inquiries so far show 
that the arrested man is not linked to any of 
the groups involved in the disturbance and there is 
nothing to suggest that the stabbing was motivated 
by race or nationality. 

Haringey CID are continuing to investigate the 
disturbance in the park, although police say they are 
not currently looking for anyone else in connection 
with the stabbing.

A week after the disturbance, a Unity Festival was 
organised in Markfield Park by anti-fascist groups 
and trade unions.

Those who turned up listened to music and 
speeches before many took to the streets for a peace¬ 
ful protest march.

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Campaigners fear for 
Chase Farm’s future

SAVE Chase Farm campaigners have 
expressed deep reservations about 
promises made about the future of the 
hospital by Royal Free executives. 

Following yesterday’s takeover, con¬ 
cerns were raised as the Royal Free 
London NHS Foundation Trust, which 
now manages the hospital, in The 
Ridgeway, Enfield, as well as Barnet 
Hospital, plans to sell part of the 
Chase Farm site to raise funds for cap¬ 
ital investment. 

Campaigner Kieran McGregor said: 
“Despite assurances from the trust, the 
risk with the land sales is that funds 
could be diverted away from Enfield 
which would be contrary to promises 


that have been made. Before the 2010 
general election we were told that 
Chase Farm would not be downgraded 
before improvements to primary care 
services were made - and those 
promises have not been fulfilled. 

“Promises have been made by man¬ 
agers and as those managers left, those 
who took over ignored those promises. 
We are now once again faced with a 
new management and we just don’t 
have much trust in what health chiefs 
tell us any more.” 

The Hampstead-based Royal Free has 
made repeated assurances that revenue 
from land sales, expected to be between 
£30million and £50m, will be retained 
to modernise facilities on the Chase 
Farm site as part of a £100m capital 
investment programme for the hospital. 


But veteran campaigner Ivy Beard 
criticised the lack of consultation 
about the Royal Free’s acquisition and 
described Chase Farm as the “sacrifi¬ 
cial lamb” to a bigger hospital. 

“Did we have a say in this takeover?” 
she added. “No. Chase Farm is the sac¬ 
rificial lamb again. 

“This takeover is more aligned to 
Barnet and Edgware patients, than 
Enfield or Broxbourne patients, who 
will be disadvantaged with the major 
services already withdrawn. 

“The Royal Free is not looking for 
extra responsibility, just the revenue it 
can gain by the sell-off of Chase Farm 
land and the long-term future needs of 
this area of north London and south 
Hertfordshire neglected.” 

Enfield North MP Nick de Bois was

more positive about the acquisition, 
but added: “We have had assurances, 
but we don’t necessarily trust those 
until they deliver.” 


New bosses forecast marked improvement in finances 


THE deficit incurred by the beleaguered Barnet and 
Chase Farm Hospitals NHS Trust is set to disappear 
following the takeover by the Royal Free, executives 
have said. 

The forecast deficit for Barnet and Chase Farm as 
a standalone organisation was £32.5million in 
2014/15, due to a loss of income, capital investments 
and improved staffing levels at Barnet Hospital. 

The former trust ran a healthy surplus of £5m in 
2009/10, but has been plunged into deficit since, 
also partly due to the costly maintenance of the run¬ 
down facilities at Chase Farm. 


But the Royal Free London NHS Foundation 
Trust, which took over Barnet and Chase Farm this 
week, has said that as a result of government transi¬ 
tion funding it is expecting a surplus this year. 

The trust is set to receive £263m from the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and a number of north London clin¬ 
ical commissioning groups over the next five years. 

Chase Farm will see around £100m in capital 
investment in coming years, between £30m and 
£50m of which is expected to be raised through the 
sale of land at The Ridgeway site in Enfield. The 
Royal Free will see £170m in capital investment. 


Chief executive of the merged hospital trust David 
Sloman said: “Thanks to the excellence that exists in 
both trusts and economies of scale, the new organi¬ 
sation will be much more resilient clinically and 
financially.” 

A spokeswoman added: “Like all NHS trusts, 
there is a need for us to manage costs effectively in 
the coming years and there is a robust plan in place 
to ensure financial targets can be met. 

“Part of that includes the plan to redevelop Chase 
Farm, so that it is brought up to date and can be run 
more efficiently.” 
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Hunt for ‘builder’ after pensioner is 

conned out of £500

AN elderly man who suffers from debilitating 
arthritis has spoken of his experience of being 
conned into handing over £500 to a thief who preyed 
on his vulnerability. 

Kyriacos Taliotis, of New Southgate, was leaving 
Hazelwood Dentist surgery in Hazelwood Lane, 
Palmers Green, between 1pm and 2pm on Thursday, 
June 17, when he was approached by a Greek¬ 
speaking man. 

“He said, ‘I see you coming and going and I see 
how disabled you are - I want to help you’. I 
accepted because a lot of people help me out,” Mr 
Taliotis told the Advertiser. 

While pretending to help him to his car, the 
man told him he was a builder and that he 
had carried out a lot of work on the 
surgery building. 

Mr Taliotis mentioned that he 
needed a little work done on his 
roof. 

Immediately, the supposed 
builder leapt at the chance 
to do the work - but 
demanded a deposit up 
front before he would 
even look at the roof. 
The man did not 
leave the grandfa- 
ther-of-two ’s 
side and got 
into his car. 

Mr Taliotis 
drove with 
the conman 
to the

bank branch in Green Lanes, Palmers Green, where 
the “builder” accompanied the pensioner as he with¬ 
drew £300. 

Because of severe rheumatoid arthritis, the 84- 
year-old has difficulty gripping objects - so in a 
fake show of kindness the man offered to help by 
taking the envelope with withdrawal and saying he 
would take only £130 as a deposit. 

However, Mr Taliotis later discovered that the man 
had taken all the cash and put an empty envelope 
back into his shopping trolley. 

After the two men were meant to have parted 
ways, Mr Taliotis was in fact followed to the Sirwan 
Supermarket in Green Lanes. 

“I saw him in the shop and he told me I had to give 
him £200 right away for materials,” he recalled. 

The man then helped Mr Taliotis to take out his 
wallet and pretended to take just a small amount of 
money - but took another £200 - before putting the 
wallet back into the elderly man’s pocket completely 
empty. The builder promised he would be in touch 
later that day. 

However, when Mr Taliotis heard nothing he rang 
the number of the man, who called himself Marios. 

“But there was no one there called Marios and 
then I discovered my wallet was empty and I found 
the empty envelope,” he said. 

“I realised it was all lies. He managed to persuade 
me to believe that he was the real thing.” 

The conman is described as about 5ft 7ins tall, of 
medium build and with a Mediterranean complex¬ 
ion. He was wearing a long-sleeved top, an open- 
necked shirt, smart trousers and a hat with a brim. 

Acting Detective Sergeant Laura Pond, from 
Enfield CID, confirmed officers were appealing for 
witnesses. “If you have any information, please call

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Mum’s the word as baby girl 
is born in children’s library 


EXPERTS say that the younger children develop 
a passion for reading the better - but one tiny tot 
could not even wait until she could hold a book 
to get into a library’s children’s department. 

Librarians, more used to dealing with births 
described between the pages of a book than in 
flesh and blood, did not have time to so much as 
consult the Encyclopaedia Britannica about how 
to deliver a baby when Maria Nieves Ruano- 
Anteque went into labour in the foyer of 
Edmonton Green library in the South Mall of 
Edmonton Green shopping centre at just after 
8am on Monday morning. 

Customer services officer Emine Mustafa, her¬ 
self a mum-of-two, said that she was just setting 
up the library for the day ahead when one of her 
colleagues burst in to tell her a woman was in 
labour in the foyer. 

“My colleague at Enfield Homes, Dawn 
Jacobs-Lowe, had first seen the woman in dis¬ 
tress and had brought her into the foyer, where 
they called for an ambulance,” she said. 

“When I came on the scene, I saw four little 
children, aged between six and one, and whisked 
them off to the children’s library and took out the 
books and toys to take their mind off things. 

“But then suddenly paramedics rushed in and 
said they needed the space. So I brought the chil¬ 
dren round to the other side of the shelves - they 
became really engrossed in the books and didn’t 
seem too upset at what was going on.” 

Ms Mustafa told the Advertiser that the library 
used to run a competition for the youngest mem¬ 
ber and some dads would sign their kids up in the 
hours after their partners had given birth. 

“This definitely would have beaten all records,” 
she said, “but I think mum had a few other things

on her mind in the seconds after giving birth.” 

She said it was particularly fitting that the baby 
girl had been born in the children’s section. 

“Hopefully, this means that she will grow up 
into a real little bookworm,” she added. “Her 
mum is a regular, so we will definitely be keep¬ 
ing an eye out for her.” 

After the birth, paramedics took Maria and baby 
Bryanna Saka-Ruano, who weighed eight pounds 
eight ounces, to North Middlesex University 
Hospital, in Sterling Way, Edmonton, at 9.10am. 
They were discharged early on Tuesday. 

Maria thanked the passers-by who helped her 
manage the unconventional birth and said: “I am 
going to go back to the library soon to see all the 
staff and to get some new books. 

“I will always remember that when my daugh¬ 
ter was born I could hear a crowd of people clap¬ 
ping and saying, ‘Well done’, as she cried for the 
first time.” 
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Setback for new free school 
scheme as funding bid fails

PARENTS campaigning for “local 
schools for local children” are dis¬ 
mayed that a bid to set up a new free 


school on Enfield’s border with Bar- 
net has failed. 

Gonul Daniels, chairwoman of the 
South West Enfield Action Team, told 
the Advertiser that the community in 
the area was “hugely disappointed” 
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by the decision of the Department for 
Education to reject Ashmole Academy’s 
bid to build a free school on its current 
secondary site, in Cecil Road, Southgate. 

The academy had applied for funding 
to set up the school, but last week it was 
announced on Ashmole’s website that 
the bid had been unsuccessful. 

“We are hugely disappointed,” said 
Mrs Daniels. “It is so unexpected. At 
this stage we don’t know why the bid 
wasn’t successful, but I am hoping they 
will press on and try again.” 

The council has acknowledged a need 
for more primary places in the wake of a 
recent population boom and last week 
the cabinet member for education Ayfer 
Orhan announced plans to expand 
Bowes Primary School, in Bowes Road, 


New Southgate. The school will set up a 
new reception class, ready for Septem¬ 
ber, in temporary facilities at Broom¬ 
field School, in Wilmer Way, Southgate 
before moving to a permanent home 
later in the year. 

Although Mrs Daniels welcomed the 
announcement, she stressed that boosting 
places near the already expanded 
Garfield Primary School, in Springfield 
Road, New Southgate, would not help 
families in Southgate and Palmers 
Green. 

“Expanding Bowes Primary is not 
serving the community that is in really 
desperate need,” she said. “In this area, 
there are a number of sites that would 
suit an expansion or new campus - for 
example, the Minchenden site in South-

gate and on the prospective site in Grov- 
elands Park.” 

However, Mrs Orhan insisted that the 
plans meant there would soon be 
“permanent provision in the south west 
of the borough.” 

“The new provision is part of the coun¬ 
cil’s ongoing strategy and long-term 
plans to ensure every child in the bor¬ 
ough is able to access a school place,” 
she said. 


Ponders End redevelopment is cut back 


POLITICIANS have lamented the 
reduced size of a regeneration project 
that was set to transform a swathe of the 
east of the borough. 

At a meeting in the civic centre, in Sil¬ 
ver Street, Enfield Town, on Wednesday 
last week, Enfield Council’s cabinet 
signed off the reduced scale of a scheme 
that has been dubbed the Ponders End 
Electric Quarter. 

Originally, the area to be transformed 
by housing, shopping and leisure facili¬ 
ties was set to encompass the entirety of 


the former Middlesex University cam¬ 
pus, off Queensway, Ponders End. 

The redevelopment site was originally 
designed to be bounded to the east by 
Ponders End High Street and to the west 
by Kingsway - taking in the whole of the 
former campus, which the university 
vacated in 2008. 

However, the council was forced to 
change the plans after the government 
bought part of the former campus for the 
Cuckoo Hall Academies Trust, who will 
build Heron Hall Academy on the site - 


the first secondary school of the CHAT 
empire. 

Now the Electric Quarter will be con¬ 
centrated in the area immediately off 
Ponders End High Street and will only 
extend back along Queensway for a 
short distance. 

Leader of the council Doug Taylor told 
cabinet members to approve the revised 
plans. “We would have preferred to have 
had a larger footprint on this site,” he 
said. “However, we were thwarted by 
people with deeper pockets.”

Boris reveals plans 
for 11 free schools

MAYOR of London Boris Johnson 
visited Enfield last week to announce 
plans to free up public land for 11 new 
schools across the capital. 

At the official opening of Kingfisher 
Hall Primary Free School, in The Ride, 
Ponders End, on Thursday, Mr Johnson 
told Year 1 pupils that the new schools are 
planned on sites including former police 
stations and Greater London Authority- 
owned land in the Queen Elizabeth 
Olympic Park, in east London, in order 
to ease pressure on local authorities. 

Enfield Council, among others, has 
come under pressure to provide local 
school places for local children after the 
coalition government banned local 
authorities from creating new schools. 

That has left London to rely on free 
schools, which can be set up indepen¬ 
dently of local education authorities by 
charities or groups of parents and tutors, 
and do not have to adhere to the national 


curriculum or hire formally trained 
teachers, to fill the gap. 

Kingfisher Hall used the morning with 
the mayor to showcase its alternative to 
the national curriculum, branded a “core 
knowledge curriculum”, which is taken 
from the US. 

Mr Johnson took part in a lesson 
based on learning facts and said: “I think 
it’s very important to have a core know¬ 
ledge approach because there was a 
long period in education where we 
thought that teaching meant asking kids 
to imagine what it was like being a 
Roman legionary. 

“That’s good as far as it goes, but it 
means that sometimes children leave 
school without really having that 
bedrock of shared knowledge which 
everybody is entitled to.” 

Headteacher Matthew Laban, a former 
Conservative councillor, insisted that 
core knowledge would not prove a 
disadvantage for pupils who go on to be 
in competition with those taught under 
the national curriculum. 


He said: “It will purely advantage them 
because that’s what children at private 
school have been learning for decades. 

“It’s about us trying to give children 
from Ponders End and Enfield Highway 
the same chance in life as someone who 
went to Eton or Harrow.” 

The school is run by the Cuckoo Hall 
Academies Trust - the organisation that 
runs Cuckoo Hall Primary School, in 
Cuckoo Hall Lane, Edmonton, a school 
that was lauded by Education Secretary 
Michael Gove for its outstanding acade¬ 
mic achievements. 

However, when results for the school 
were announced at the end of 2013, the 
number of pupils achieving a level 4 in 
the Year 6 SATs exams had dropped 
from 86 to 54 per cent - below the target 
of 60 per cent set by Mr Gove. 

But Mr Johnson said: “As far as I 
know these schools are outstanding, the 
record of success overall is very high 
indeed and I think that obviously across 
a huge number of schools you will see a 
huge amount of fluctuation.”

Council set to renew 
support for Fairtrade 


CABINET members have approved 
proposals for Enfield Council to re¬ 
register as a Fairtrade borough - and 
the final decision is set to be signed 
off at the next full council meeting.

The authority also has to have a 
Fairtrade flagship employer - and it 
has selected Christian Action Hous¬ 
ing, which will also be expected to 
supply Fairtrade products to its 
employees and guests.

Volunteering 
outcomes are 
‘worthwhile’ 


WHILE negative headlines about 
school governing bodies have been 
making the national news, the gover¬ 
nors of children’s education in 
Enfield have been free of contro¬ 
versy free - and on Monday they 
were recognised for their achieve¬ 
ments at an annual awards ceremony. 

Gordon Stubberfield, pictured, was 
awarded Outstanding Governor of 
the Year at the awards evening held 
in the Dugdale Centre, in London 
Road, Enfield Town. 

He has spent more than two 
decades volunteering on the govern¬ 
ing bodies of the Bowes Learning 
Alliance, which includes Bowes Pri¬ 
mary School, in Bowes Road, and 
Chesterfield Primary School, in 
Enfield Lock, as well as Bowes 
Annexe in Edmonton. 

He has also been chairman of the 
board of governors at Southgate 
School and a governor at De Bohun 
Primary School, in Southgate. 

In the wake of the “Trojan Horse” 
controversy in Birmingham free 
schools, how governors are trained 
has come under intense scrutiny - 
and Mr Stubberfield believes that 
training is crucial to fulfilling the 


unpaid role well. “Governors can 
help schools become outstanding by' 
being well trained and fully under¬ 
standing the role of the body and 
being able to demonstrate how they 
are carrying out that role,” he said. 

He insists that volunteering does 
not take up endless hours and added: 
“The amount of time required will 
depend on your level of involvement. 

“Some roles require as little two oi 
three evenings per term and maybe 
the occasional half-day in school, 
whereas others can require significant 
time commitments. The outcomes 
make it more than worthwhile.” 

Students were also lauded on Mon¬ 
day with two winning the Governoi 
Award for Young People. Omolola 
Olufemi, from Enfield County 
School, and Jeyda Karabey, from 
Winchmore School, were both recog¬ 
nised for their outstanding contribu¬ 
tions to their school community. 

Cabinet member for education 
Ayfer Orhan added: “Public recogni¬ 
tion is an important way of saying 
thank you and it is a great pleasure 
for me to thank people who give up 
their own time to ensure that our 
schools are managed responsibly.”

Shared ownership can’t work miracles 


in a housing market that is completely 
out of control. 

I have called on the Mayor of London 
to review it and look at other options.

Land Trust, where you take the land and 
homes out of the market completely, 
giving the communities the ability to 
keep homes permanently affordable. 

This won’t solve all the housing 
problems we face, but it could be a 
better way to offer some people a 
chance to own their home.

Graduates take to the 
stage at Chickenshed

STUDENTS streamed across the stage of 
Chickenshed Theatre last week, picking up cer¬ 
tificates that bookend years of toil on stage. 

They were handed the certificates by the the¬ 
atre’s long-term supporter Claire Skinner - star 
of BBC TV sitcom Outnumbered. 

After the first year BTEC students had belted 
out a shamelessly feel-good medley of achieve¬ 
ment anthems for the benefit of the packed the¬ 
atre, the actress told the graduates that what 
they had learned with Chickenshed “should be 
taught in all drama schools”.

“I can’t believe I have got this far,” the 22-year- 
old from Essex told the Advertiser. 

She did not come to the BA via the BTEC route 
and was not introduced to Chickenshed’s unique 
working style until she started on the programme. 

“I have learned so much,” she added. “With 
everything that Chickenshed has taught me I want 
to go and work with children - not necessarily 
teaching - but performing with and for them.” 

The ceremony was interspersed with films and 
slide shows showing the graduating students in 
various performances and rehearsals. The gradua¬ 
tion marks the halfway point of the theatre’s 40th 
anniversary celebrations.

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DEMBELE IS EXCITED 
BY SPURS’ PROSPECTS

MOUSSA DEMBELE is opti¬ 
mistic that he will flourish at 
Tottenham Hotspur under the 
stewardship of new head coach 
Mauricio Pochettino. 

Dembele, who is currently with 
Belgium at the World Cup, joined 
Spurs from Fulham in the summer 
of 2012 and performed well dur¬ 
ing his first year at the club. 

However, last season saw him 
blighted by a succession of injury 
problems, while he also struggled 
to secure a regular place in the 
side once Tim Sherwood took 
charge. 

But Dembele hopes that the 
change at the top will have a posi¬ 
tive impact both for him as an 
individual and for the club as a 
whole. 

“I have heard a lot of good stories 
about Pochettino so I hope it will 
be a good appointment,” he said. 
“The style Southampton played 
under him was very impressive. 
Let’s hope it is going to be the same 
at Tottenham as well. 

“Of course it’s good to have a 
change and a fresh start. We have 
a very good group of players, and 
if we have a very good manager as 
well, then we can do big things. I 
hope I can fit in well under the 
new manager, but we have to know 
what his plans are first.” 

Dembele is one of the three 
Spurs players - along with Jan 
Vertonghen and Nacir Chadli - 


who is part of a Belgian squad that 
was looking to reach the quarter¬ 
finals of the World Cup last night 
when they took on the United 
States of America. 

France goalkeeper Hugo Lloris 
and Brazilian midfielder Paulinho 
have already seen their countries 
reach the last eight, but Nabil 
Bentaleb’s dreams of glory with 
Algeria came to an end on Monday 
when they were beaten in extra 
time by Germany. 

Meanwhile, striker Emmanuel 
Adebayor is equally confident that 
Spurs can look ahead to next sea¬ 
son with genuine optimism. 

Having been effectively frozen 
out during the first half of last sea¬ 
son, Adebayor made a significant 
impact once Sherwood brought 
him into the side and he ended up 
as Tottenham’s leading scorer with 
14 league goals in what was 
largely a disappointing campaign 
for the side. 

“Last season we had to dig deep,” 
he said. “It was a strange season, 
where we started games poorly and 
went 1-0 down in a few seconds 
against teams like Manchester 
City, Liverpool and West Brom. 

“There were a lot of incidents of 
that. We gave away a lot of goals, 
but I don’t think that will happen 
again next year. 

“A lot of the lads will have a sea¬ 
son under their belts and now have 
more experience. We are improving 
as a team and starting to control 
games. Next season can only be
